PETROGRAD, June S.—Formal pro- 


posals for a separate peace have been 
instituted by the Austrian General Rohr. 
He authorized a delegation -from each 
Austrian division on the front to enter 
the Russian lines arid propose such a. 
compact, it was reported here today. 


Simultaneously news was received of 


a delegation of Anstrians, including two 
generals, who were in Kisheneff, urg- 
ing a conference with the workmen and 
soldiers' 
council 
They were accom- 


panied by a. delegation of Russian sol- 
diers. Orders were issued for their ar- 
reFt. 


None but a dictator can now restore 


discipline and stir the Russian troops into 
a renewed offensive. 
Xo man has yet 


dared assume the power. The workmen's 
and soldiers' council absolutely domi- 
nates the situation. President Tschedze 
and his colleagues are the collective mas- 
ters of Russia. They openly declare tho 
present war is "Imperialistic." All at- 
tempts to convert them to the idea that 
Russia, rr.Vit fight Gorman autocracy to 
retain the new democracy here have 
failed. 


They will oppose Russia's fighting par* 


ticipation until 
what they term the 


"allies' imperialistic" aims are aban- 
doned. 
They insist that publication of 


allied peace aims free 'from imperialistic 
demands would brincr immediate peace. 
They furnish no explanation for their 
belief that Germany will abandon her own 
imperialistic aims. 


Minister of War Kerensky's health Is 


very bad. The magnitude of his task Is 
plainly wearing- down his fighting force.

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, June 8.~ 


San Salvador, the capital of the republic of Sal- 
vador, with a population of about 70,000, has 
been totally destroyed, according to a despatch 
from San Miguel, Salvador. 


No details as to the manner in which the city 


was destroyed have been received but it un- 
doubtedly was the result of an earthquake or 
volcanic eruption.

tracting for a flat price for the ships. 


ORIGINATORS OF PLAN. 


Eustis and Clark are the mining 


engineers who originated the wooden 
ship building- plan adopted by the 
shipping board and regarded by Gen- 
eral Goethals as impracticable. "When 
the board formed the fleet corporation 
and put General Goethals at its head 
with full powers to build ships the 
two engineers were assigned to the 
corporation as the general's aides. 


After taking charge of the build- 


Ing- program General Goethals turned 
to steel construction and limited the 
wooden program to not more than 
250 ships, in eighteen months. Eustis 
and Clark contend the 
corporations 


can build 2000 wooden ships within 
that time without interfering with 
steel building. 


ISSUES AXS\VER. 


Just before General Goethals dis- 


missed Clark and Eustis both engi- 
neers declared they had nothing to 
retract from their statements that the 
wooden program had been abandoned 
in favor of steel and that the result 
would be- a great delay In getting 
ships into the service. 


The action of General Goethals is 
taken as the final proof of the f"l- 
lapse of the wooden 
ship building 
program. 


In dismissing Clark 
and 
Eustis 


General Goethals sent the following 
memorandum to Chairman Denman 
of the shipping board: 


"Certain statements were given to 


the press late yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. F/jstis and Mr. Clark. 


"The most serious charge in their 


statement is that, by insisting upon 
a lump sum bid I am shutting out all 
contractors who are desirous of as- 
sisting in the shipbuilding 
scheme, 


because these men are not able to 
estimate on labor and material con- 
ditions as they exist today, thereby 
delaying the construction of ships.

Paisnal, Armenois and Mcjicanos ivere also destroyed. Mejicanos was 
a suburb of San Salvador. 


At 10:09 this morning there still was no communication between San 


Salvador and Tegucigalpa. 


An operator ivho reached the edge of the destroyed zone reported at 


9:20 
o'clock this morning that San Salvador was in ruins and that 


everything within a radius of thirty miles had been destroyed by an 
earthquake. 


The town of Santa Teola also has been destroyed, according to this 


report. Residents of San Salvador are camping in the streets and 
parks. At the time the report was sent it had been, raining heavily five 
hours. The disaster is supposed to have been caused by an eruption 
of the volcano of San Salvador, at the foot of which the city is situated. 
AMERICAN BUILDING DAMAGED 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—An important section of the central busi- 


ness part of San Salvador ivas destroyed, the American legation build- 
ing was rendered uninhabitable and all other city property apparently 
made untenable by an earthquake, fire and volcano eruption last night, 
according to advices from Minister Long, to the State. Department this 
afternoon. 


Long's message undated, apparently teas sent last night. It reported 


severe earthquakes from 6:35 p. m. to 8:45 when the volcano of San 
Salvador began to belch forth fire and Asmoke toward Quetzaltepeque. 
One final severe shock ivas followed by decreasing tremors. 


Dry ashes fell in a.steady streak over the city. Long said the fire in 


the business section seemed to be under control at the time hi.* mwrgv 
ivas sent. A'o deaths had been reported at that time and the legation 
records are reported safe. 


The seismograph at Georgetown University early today recorded 


"severe" earthquake shocks, presumably at a distance of two thousand 
miles from here. The disturbance began at 7:57 last night and lasted 
until 9:25. The maximum tremors were reported about 8:07.

pressed the utmost astonishment that 
the news of his departure had been 
so successfully suppressed. "I thought 
the whole world knew about my leav- 
ing the United States." he declared. 


The American army chief and-his 


staff were given a tremendous ova- 
tion on their arrival. A special train 
was in waiting for the. party. It w,as 
due to arrive-in London at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. 
' •. 


"We are very glad to be the stand- 


ard bearers of our country in this 
great wiff- for civilization," "General 
Pershing asserted. "To land on Brit- 
ish soil and receive such a welcome 
is very significant—and very deeply 
appreciated. 


"We expect soon to.be playing our 


part—and I hope it will be a very 
large part—on the western front." ' 


Pershing 
and his 
staff worked 


hard all the way across preparing 
plans for their work in France. 


KSCAPJK SUBMARINES. 


There were 198 men in Pershing's 


party—53 army officers and the re- 
mainder civilians or enlisted men of 
the headquarters troop. 


The voyage .over from America was 


an uneventful 
one. No submarines 


were- encountered and no mines seen. 
The weather was good and the sea 
.crp"o"i 
American 
destroyers con- 


voyed the ship all 
the w'ay. They 


were joined by a flotilla of British 
destroyers at a pofnt a hundred miles 
off the Irish coast. 


The ship on which the Americans 


arrived at S:30 a. m. was given a 
noisy welcome in the harbor. 


When it docked a guard of honor 


lined up on the landing stage, in- 
cluding high British army and navy 
officers. 
They stood rigid at salute 


as the "Star Spangled Banner" was 
played, and as Pershing descended 
the gangplank. He formally inspected 
a group of British soldiers who were 
in the receiving party—stopping to 
chat a moment with one guardsman 
on whose sleeve he noticed stripes 
showing he. had been twice'wounded. 


When the American general and. his 


staff returned oabrd ship, lining up 
on the deck In salute as the band 
played ."God Save the King." After 
these ceremonies, General Pershing 
received a large party of British and 
American newfcpapermen.

THE LISTS OF HONOR 


June 5 is a landmark in American -history. It 


is the day on which over ten million American 
citizens enrolled for the defense of their country 
and of human liberty everywhere. 


America's "der Tag" was that of the creation 


of the greatest roll of honor any natien ever 
, boasted, when manhood rose up to enlist for free- 
dom, Loimv anJ the sanctity of home, life and the 
right to live in peace under the laws civilization 
has decreed. In the annals of the world it will 
stand against that other "der Tag," dedicated by 
the Prussian military despotism to the destruction 
of the liberties of all peoples, and the subjugation 
of the religion, the morals, the intellect and the 
physical fortunes of all races to Teutonic material- 
ism and arrogance. 


Than the privilege of being on the roster of the 


nation's defenders there is none greater. Governor 
Stephens, in an address in Oakland Wednesday, 
said: 


-"The completed list is an honorable one. I wish 


I had a boy whose name could be placed on that 
list. . . . In this hour of national peril we ex- 
pect to do our best, as others are doing their best 
all over the country, and as our country has a right 
to expect." 


The list of honor to which the Governor of Cali- 


fornia referred is a selected list. It is made up of 
men between the age of twenty-one and thirty. But 
there are other lists on which citizens not so fortu- 
nate as to be of military age may see their names, 
and still in the company of men doing their beat 


w'e oo fnt- 


One of these is the subscribers to the Liberty 


Loaii. It. too, is a list of honor of the men and 
worueu who in\est in their country's honor and 
defence. Registration in this army of national de- 
fenders will close on June 15. 2S*o one is excluded 
from it who has as much as S50 to invest in a sav- 
ings security which is the safest in the world. 


The government needs your help as an investor 


as well as a registrant for military service. Are 
you willing to serve as such? If you cannot answer 
the simplest of all tests it is well to examine your 
ideals of patriotism and see what they are worth. 


SEAWEED. 


Among The unromantic things of the earth, per- 


haps seaweed has always held near to first place. 
Until a few years ago no one suspected that it had 
any useful purpose or place in nature's program. 
But perhaps we are soon to learn something new 
about seaweed. 


Recently the United States Department of Agri- 


culture started an experimental investigation of 
the kelp of the Pacific Coast. There are millions 
of tuns of this seaweed along the California shores, 
and it has been ascertained that when this kelp has 
been taken from the wnier and dried it contains 
from 25 to 30 per cent potassium chloride. Chemical 
analyses have proven that. This is rather remark- 
able, inasmuch as the salt water of the ocean con- 
tains such a^mall percentage of potash that chem- 
ists can hardly detect it. It seems that seaweed 
h!?s trained itself, perhaps through long and paiu- 
ful privation. Tn live on potassium chloride, so it 
ooildi^ i»\ ;cdions nuci slow process the potash 
from the >c-u \\:i\cs a« they break n\er it. 


The g«.nemu]fni i> now experimenting to see if 


the kelp can he lifir\estcd and the potash extracted 
at a cost that will make the operation profitable. 
Congress has appropriated §175.000 for ihig work 
and a queer-looking ocean mower has been con- 
structed, capable of making a 200-tons haul of 
kelp a day. The content of potash in such a day's 
cut is about five ton«.

not a drop in the bucket of America's nfwK. Tf 
the government can develop a profitable method of 
extracting the fertilizing element in adequate 
quantities it will have done a big thing for a hun- 
gry world.

A LESSON IN SAVAGERY.

The wide path of the recent German retreat in 


Prnrirp- js p. c^ene of ruthless desolation. Every 
conceivable depredation was committed against the 
persons and the property of the citizens of the 
cccr.p:cd district. Family portraits were torn from 


(their frames and burned; home and office safes 
were opened with a burglar's jimmy and money, 
deeds to property and family records stolen; in- 
digent old women were driven from their refuge 
and into the streets and fields to die; children, 
women and infirm men were robbed of their cloth- 
ing and the last bite of food; young girls of from 
fourteen years upward were torn from the arms of 
their parents and sent away to be the companions 
of officers, tagged with the name of the officer for 
whom each were intended. After subjecting the 
uon-comtiatant people to every possible martyrdom 
the Germans put the torch to all human habita- 
tions. 


These are the charges that have come from 


French officials, confirmed by a personal examina- 
tion of the field of destruction and other crimes by 
the American ambassador at Paris. The worst 
offenses have not been told; they are unprintable. 
Reference is made to these horrors for the first 
time in these columns because confirmation of the 
charges has come from German sources. Confes- 
sions may be found in the •'Vorwarts of March 22, 
the Strasslnrger Post of March 22, the Nord- 
deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung of March 2-i, the 
CJiemniteer Tolkstimme of the same date, the Ber- 
liner Lolial Anzeiger, the Frankfurter Zeitung and 
other journals. Here is a typical statement of these 
pleaders for ruthlessness in the Berliner Tageblatt 
of March 20: 


'•In the evacuated zone everything has been 


destroyed. . . . This is our answer to the 
refusal to accept our offer of peace. Let those 
who determined to continue this war learn to- 
day what war is, in its most terrible aspect. A 
desert must be ' created between the enemy 
and us," 
This from'the Frankfurter Zeitung of March 19: 


"Flourishing villages, up to now inhabited, 


cultivated fields, kitchen rrnvrWe! 
nvo nn-m 


nothing but a heap of smoking ashes. Every- 
where T saw the pioneers putting the finishing 
touch to the task.v 


The policy behind this conduct has been ex- 


plained by German officials as being to uage war 
against the French race, the spirit and the soul of 
France. This explanation was superfluous, for 
nothing less savage could account for the diabolical 
technic. 


Now let us turn to a document that was much 


discussed during the earlier stages of the war. Tt 
is the convention of The Hague of October IS, 1907, 
in which the contracting parties, animated "by the 
desire to serve the interests of humanity and the 
growing exigencies of civilization," imposed upon 
the military authority occupying an imaded state 
the following rules: 


"Art 
46.—The honor and the rights of the fam- 


ily, the lives of individuals and private property, 
as well as religious convictions' and the practice of 
forms of worship, must be respected. 


''Art. 48.—Pillaging is formally forbidden. 
"Art. 55.—The occupying State shall only con- 


sider itself as the administrator and usufructuary 
of public edifices, houses, lands, forests, and farms 
belonging TO the enemy State and situated in the 
occupied country; it must safeguard the stock and 
capital of such properties. 


"Art. 56.—The property of the communes, of 


religious bodies, of charitable and educational 
establishments and of establishments devoted to the 
arts and sciences, even when belonging to the State, 
shall bo treated as private property. All seizure, 
destruction or intentional damage of such property,' 
of historic monuments, of work'Tof art and science. 
is forbidden and must be punipbed." 


i 
In the preamble of this convention of 1907, it 


] \\ as stated : 


, 
"In the cases not included in the prescribed dis1- 


j positions adopted by the powers, the populations 


i remain under the safeguard and empire of the prin- 
ciples of the law of nations, such as they result 
from 
the usages established between civilized 


nations, from the laws of humanity and from the 
exigencies of public conscience.'' 


Finally, the first article of convention four of 


! the eighteenth of October, 1907, stated: 


j 
''The contracting powers shall give to their 


j armed land forces instructions conformable to the 
rule concerning the laws and customs of land w«u'- 
(fiire, annexed to the present convention." 


The government of the German Empire signed 


, this contention and thereby solemnly pledged itself 
to observe the above-quoted rules. But think of 
| what it has done. The crimes of Hindeuburg's re- 
treat are only a chapter in the bloody history of 
three years of outlawry. 


It is such offenses against humanity and civiliza- 


tion as these that led President Wilson to make a 
'di>tinction between the German people and tho 
£0\c-rnmcnt tolerated by Them. It wns not possible 
for him To believe that ihe coinmonalily of n crer.1 


j nation could endorse such a course as the kaiser's 
ir'Htary machine has followed. Yet. so it is u;- 
p,". ted from German sources, the German people 
have felt themselves offended by President Wilson's 
charitable view.

Remarking- that "no notice that our 


reports have been received has ever 
come from the Grand Jury," Chair- 
man A. H. Markwart, of the Alameda 
County Board of Public Welfare, has 
filed with that body the second gen- 
eral quarterly report for 1917, re- 
questing the Grand Jury "to inform 
itself of the 
facts relating to the 
County Hospital and Infirmary and 
to take immediate action to ass^s*. 
Alameda county in securing a cen- 
trally located hospital." 
"Xo acknowledgment has ever been 
made by the Grand 
Jury," writes 
Markwart, "no questions have been 
asked, nor. so far as this board has 
been able to learn, has any attention 
been given the earnest requests of this 


itself In some of *he social questions 
involved, and make an effort to cor- 
rect some of the abuses which were 
an increasing disgrace to the county." 
The only subject discussed in this 
general quarterly report is the hospi- 
tal situation, which is thus isolated, 
apparently for the purpose of concen- 
trating the attention of the Grand 
Jury. The full report •with detailed 
account of meetings, committee work 
and recommendations will be present- 
ed within a month. 


SHOULD GIVE FtJLIi TIME. 


Pointing out that the superintend- 


ent of the county hospital receives 
$250 a month and in addition a house, 
a servant and all living expenses tor 
himself and family, the report recom- 
mends that that official be required 
to devote his entire time to the in- 


ence not required: wages $100 a 
month. Driver of small oar, who is 
an inmate of the infirmary, receives 
$15 a month. The county makes no 
requirements as to appearance." 


A numoer of recommendations are 
made, including many made before, 
and the hospital committee remarks 
that it would be possible to make an 
almost end.less number. "The com- 
mittee, however, has decided not to 
do so," reads the report, "for two 
reasons—first, because it seems fu- 
tile to add to the number already | 
made until some of them have been 
carried out, and, second, because'all 
of the lesser abuses can easily be 
controlled once a modern hospital has 
been established in a central location 
and a non-political, scientific admin- 
istration established."

Fortieth' and 
San Pablo ave. is a 


handsome Pullman car fitted Up with 
everything necessary to instruct those 
interested In the manner and method 
of securing some rich Indian land 
soon to be opened for settlement in 
Oklahoma. The land belongs to the 
Choctaw Indian nation, and will be 
opened by the government. 


The car is lighted throughout with 
electricity, and contains United States 
geological maps and folios describing 
every acre of land to be disposed of, 
making it possible to learn as much 
concerning these lands as if one were 
there in person. 
They are rich in 
timber, being known officially by act 
of Congress as the unallotted timber 
lands. 
They are also fine farming 


bilities are very bright, the lands be- 
ing in the center of a probable oil 
field, and, unlike other similar lands, 
these are not to be homesteaded, and 
do 
not require residence thereon. 


JN'either does one have to go Bast to 
secure them, as this can be arranged 
for at the car now here- 


The car is sent out by the Real 
Estate Exchange of MeAlester, Okla- 
homa, near which place the land is 
located, and will be disposed of. The 
tour is under the personal directions 
of the vice-president of the exchange, 
who is ably assisted by five skilled 
demonstrators who are familiar with 
the geological formation of the lands 
in question, and who can, in fifteen
